Cat Is Crushed 
Under Big Truck

Georgia's champion  rzother 
was buried Wednesday. 

Exactly 105 orphans survive her, 
not to mention several hundred grand- 
children and great-grandchildren. 

There was no service at the grave, 
but at least one man, several women 
and a score of little tots sadly wit- 
nessed the interment,—and there were 
many floral expressions of tribute to 
the memory of the dead. 

In an appropriate, “polished casket, 
Jane, nemesis of rampaging rodents, 
and prolifie producer of progeny, sec- 
oud to none, was given a burial in 
keeping with the reputation which 
had enjoyed in the neighborhood 
during the past seven years. 

Jane, a beautiful eat, technically 
belonged to W. C. Puckett, grocerv- 
man, of 1619 Boulevard DeKalb. 
Actually, she belonged to everyone 
who gave her an ‘even break.’ Hence, 
the regret at her passirg. 

During her life, Jane gave birth to 
exactly 105 offspring,—two of whom 
are tiny kittens, just a few days old. 
Assuming that the theory which 
credits the feline with nine lives each 
is correct, Jane was responsible for 
the ereation of 945 lives, by actual 
count. This is not merely an esti- 
mate, for Groceryman Puckett kept 
‘books’ on Jane’s breeding proclivities, 
and the credit side of the ledger shows 
105. 

In one year she brought 25 kittens 
into the world. That was the vear of 
the Big Scourge in Rodentville, the 
neighbors recall.

He said the new rule would do these 
things for the game:

Save the game to the small clever 
man now relegated to the showers. 
Virtually eliminate “stalling” by the 
team in the lead. 
Tend to eliminate the accidents re- 
sulting from efforts to stop a dribble. 
Eliminate seventy per cent of the 
whistle blowing which now is caused 
by double dribbling.
